All herbs should bf carefully kept from 
the mr.

Herbs should lie gathered, while in blos­ 


som. 
If left till they have gone to seed, 
the strength goes into the seed. 
Sage is very useful both as n medicine, 
for the headache— when made into ten— 
and for all kinds of stuffing, when dried 


and rubbed into powder. 
It should he 
kept tight from the air. 
Summer-savory is excellent to season 
soup, broth, and sausages. 
Motherwort tea is very quieting to the 
nerves. 
Students and people troubled with 


wakefulness, hud it useful. 
T borough wort is excellent for dyspepsia, 
and every disorder occasioned by indiges­ 


tion. 
Housekeepers should always dry leaves 


of the burdock mid horseradish. 
It is n good plan to boil onions in milk 
ami w ater; it diminished the strong taste of 


that vegetable. 
A few general rules arc necessary to be 


observed iii coloring. T h e materials should 
he perfectly clean ; soap should he rinsed 
out in soft w ater; the article should he en­ 
tirely wetted, or it will spot ; light colors 
should he steeped in brass, tin, or earthen ; 
and if set at all, should he set with alum. 
Dark colors should he boiled in iron, and 
set with copperas. 
T o o m uch copperas 


rots the thread. 
T h e apothecaries and hatters keep a 


C o m p o u n d of vitriol and indigo, commonly 
called “ blue composition." 
An ounce vial 
full may he bought for nine-pence. 
It col­ 
ors a fine blue. 
It is an economical plan 
to use it for old silk linings, ribbons, foe. 


T’lie original color should be boiled out. 
and the material thoroughly rinsed in soft 
water, so that no soap may remain in it 
for soap ruins the dye. 
Tw elve or sixteen 
drops of the blue composition, poured into 
a quart boul full of warm soft w ater,stirred 
(and strained, if any settlings are percepti­ 
ble,) will color a great many articles. 
If 


you wish a deep blue, pour in more of the 
compound. 
Cotton must not be colored ; 
the vitriol destroys it ; if the material you 
wish to color has cotton threads in it, it will 


be ruined. 
Balm blossoms, steeped in water, in ear­ 


then or tin) color a pretty rosc-color.
